(b) In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written stateme £ 0 "^ 
interview as warranting favorable action must be fjied by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necess.ty for response to Office action as specified in §§ 
1.111,1.135. (35 U.S.C.132)

LddreS communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances 

dictate, the Form should bo mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information:

- Date of interview 

-Type of interview {personal or telephonic) 

-Name of participants)) (applicant, attorney or agent, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 
-An identification of the claims discussed

-An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by attachment of a copy 

of amendment or claims agreed as being allowable). (Agreements as to allowability are tentative and do not restrict further action by the examiner to the 

contrary.) 

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview 
-Names of other Patent and Trademark Office personnel present. 

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to record the substance of the interview. 

it is desireabie that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applicant t and 
examiner ag eftha the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when it is adequately, recorded on the 
form o! ^in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check a box at the bottom of the Form informing the applicant that he need not supplement the Form by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the interview. 

It should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form witl not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview unless it includes, 
or is supplemented bv the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the substance of the interview.

Of course, the applicant may desire to 
emphasize and fully describe those arguments which he feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner,

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete or accurate, the examiner will give the 
Im^o^^^S lX, of the notifying lel.er or the remainder of any period for response, whichever is longer, to complete the response and thereby avoid 

abandonment of the application (37 CFR 1.135(c) ).
